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Former Soviet Leader Dead At 77 


Heart Attack Fells Khrushchev

MOSCOW (AP)—Nikita S. Khrushchev, 77, a skyrocket In 


Soviet politics for The 11 years lie served as the nation's pre- 
mier and Communist party leader, died today ol a heart at- 
tack at his home, unofficial sources reported. 


Tass kept silent and there was no announcement from any 


official quarter. 


Khrushchev, who was ousted by the current Kremlin lead- 


ers in October 1964, has been living in retirement in a 
country house outside Moscow. 


He was 77 and had a history of heart trouble. 
The informants were unable to give any details of the for- 


mer Kremlin leader's death or say whether he had died 
at home or in a hospital. 


Khrushchev, who ruled the Kremlin for 11 years, put his 


special stamp on Soviet history ami lufl the Russian people 
better off than he found them. 


Living out his old age in disgrace, the ousted premier 


could take pride—at least privately—in the fact that he re- 
versed the terroristic trends established by Joseph V. Stalin, 
his predecessor. 


And even more dramatic for (he rest of the world, it was 


Khrushchev's reign that saw Soviet cosmonauts orbit the 
earth and challenged the United Slates to a race for the 
moon and other planets. 


Khrushchev's flair for publicity and his willingness to travel 


aboard made him one of (he most popular leaders in Soviet 
history. 


When he emerged onto the world scene in 1953, his playful, 


wart-spotted face and his unpronounceable name were un- 
known outside the Soviet Union. 


Hut by the lime his remarkable career crashed U years 


later he had carved himself a niche in world history. 


He rose to rule much of the Communist world, bul he 


couldn't find the formula to hold power in the sprawling, 
complex Soviet system. 


Later another unofficial source reported Khrushchev had 


died at his dacha around noon Saturday.
